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British  Foreign  Office  Shows 
Wherein  German  Account  of 
Proposed  Alliance  Was  In- 
tended to  Be  Misleading, 


SUGGESTED  PLEDGES 

WERE  ALL  ONE-SIDED 


Real  Object  of  Proposals  Was 
to  Obtain  Guarantee  of  Eng- 
land's Neutrality  Under  Any 
Circumstances, 


LONDON,  Aug.  fl.— The  Brttinh  For- 
*ign  Office  tonight  Issued  a  lengthy 
•tatement  concerning-  the  negotiations 
between  Great  Britain  and  Germany  In 
IW12,  composed  of  record*  in  the.  For- 
Mgn    Offlo*.      The    statement    fallows: 

"An  account  of  1»I2  Angio-Oerman 
negotiation*  wm  .  published  In  the 
■eml-officlal  Norddeutwche  Allgemelne 
Zoltnng  laat  month.  Thl*  account  wail 
misleading,  and  no  doubt  wan  Intended 
to  mislead.  It  made  It  appoar  that 
the  Drilled  Government  had.  at  that 
time,  rejected  what  would  be  regarded 
Jn  many  quarter*  a*  a  reasonable  of- 
fer of  friendship  from  Germany. 

In  these  circumstance*  it  may  be  m* 
Well  to  publish  a  statement  of  fact* 
compiled  from  the  offlcal  record*  here. 
"Early  In  1912  the  German  Chancel- 
lor -sketched  to  Lord  llaldane,  the 
British  Lord  Chancellor,  the  following 
formula  as  one  which  would  meet  the 
Views   of   the    Imperial    Government. 

"first,  the  high  contracting  parties 
■seure  each  other  mutually  of  their 
desire  for   peace  and   frlendahlp. 

"Second,  they  will  not,  either  of  them, 
mahe  or  prepare  to  make  an  unpro- 
voked attack  upon  the  other,  or  Join 
In  any  combination  or  design  against 
the  other  for  the  purpose  of  aggression, 
or  become  a  party  to  any  plan  of  naval 
or  military  enterprise,  alone  or  In  com- 
bination with  any  other  power,  directed 
to  sued  an  end,  and  declare  themselves 
not  to  be  bound  by  any  such  engage- 
ment. 

"Third,  if  either  of  the  high  con- 
tracting parties  become*  entangled  In 
war  with  om  or  more  power*.  In  which 
It  cannot  be  Mid  to  be  the  aggressor, 
the  other  party  will  at  least  observe 
toward  the  power  so  entangled  be- 
nevolent neutrality  and  will  use  its  ut- 
most endeavor  for  the  localisation  of 
the  conflict.  If  either  of  the  high  con* 
traOting  parties  are  forced  to  go  to 
war  by  obvious  provocation  by  a  third 
i">rty,  they  bind  themselves  to  enter 
Into  an  exchange  of  views  concerning 
their  attitude  on  such  a  conflict 
»*la«ng  Treaties  Wot  Affected 
"Fourth,  the  duty  of  neutrality 
which  arises  out  of  the  preceding  ar- 
ticle ha*  no  application  In  so  far  a*  It 
may  not '  b*  reconcilable  with  existing 
agreements  which  the  high  contracting 
parties  already  have  made. 

"Fifth,  the  making  of  new  agreements 
which  render  It  impossible  for  either 
of  the  parties  to  observe  neutrality  to- 
ward t  he  other,  beyond  what  Is  provided 
by  the  preceding  limitation,  is  exclud- 
ed In  conformity  with  the  provision* 
of  article  two. 

"Sixth,  the  high  contracting  parties 
declare  they  will  do  all  in  their  power 
to  prevent  differences  and  misunder- 
standings arising  between1  them  and 
other  powers. 

"These  conditions,  although  In  ap- 
pearance fair  as  between  the  parties, 
would  have  been  grossly  unfair  and 
one-aided  In  their  operation.  Owing  to 
the  general  poaltlon  of  the  European 
power*  and  treaty  engagements  by 
which  they  wore  bound,  the  result  of 
articles  four  and  five  would  have  been 
that,  while  Germany,  In  case  of  -an 
European  conflict,  would  have  remained 
free  to  support  her  frlende,  this  coun- 
try would  have  been  forbidden  to 
raise  a  finger  In  defence  of  hera 

"Germany  would  arrange  without  dif- 
ficulty that  the  formal  Inception  of  hos- 
tilities should  rest  with  Austria,  If 
Austria  and  Russia  were  at  war,  Ger- 
many would  support  Auatrl"  aa  l»,  evi- 
dent from  what  occurred  at  the  end  of 
July,  If  II.  while  a*  soon  a*  Russia  was 
attacked  by  two  powers.  France  waa 
bound  to  come  to  her  assistance,  in 
other  worda,  the  pledge  of  neutrality 
offered  by  Oermany  would  have  been 
absolutely  useless  because  ah*  could 
always  plead  necessity  of  fulfilling  her 
existing  obllgatldna  under  the  triple  al- 
liance aa  an  excuse  for  departing  from 
neutrality 

Oae-sUded  neutrality 
"On  the  other  hand,  no  such  depar- 
t  ii re./howevrr,  serious  the  provocation, 
would  have  been  possible  for  this  coun- 
try, 'which  waa  bound  by  no  alliances, 
with  the  exception  of  Japan  and  Por- 
tugal, while  the  making  of  fresh  alli- 
ance* wn  prohibited  by  article  Ave. 
In  a  word,  aa  appeared  still  more  evi- 
dent later,  there  was  to  be  a  guarantee 
of  absolute  neutrality  on  the  one  elde 
»Ut  not  on  the  other.  It  was  Impossible 
A>r  us  to  enter  Into  a  contract  so  ob- 
viously inequitable  and  the  formula  ac- 
cordingly waa  rejected  by  Sir  Edward 
Gray,  (the  British  Foreign  Minister). 
"Count  Paul  Wolff-Metternlch  (then 
German  ambassador  to  Great  Britain) 
upon  this  pressed  for  eounter-propoaals, 
whlah  he  stated  would  be  without  pre* 
judlce  and  not  binding  uniee*  we  wer* 
satisfied  our  wishes  were  mot  on  the 
•aval  question.  On  this  understanding. 
Sir  Edward  Grey,  on  the  11th  of  March. 
If  11.  gave  Count  Wolff-Matternlch  the 
draft  formula  which  had  been  approved 
by  the  Cabinet: 

"•sTaglaad  will  make  no  unprovoked 
•tlaok  upon  Germaay  and  pursue  ao  ag- 
polley  toward  her.  Aggresaion 
Germany  la  not  the  object  and 
i  no  part  a*  aay  treaty,  understaad- 
or  ■gtnhlaaiiaa  to  which  England  la 
r  a  party,  agr  will  awe  bi-aaaa  • 
to  ssythlag  that  ha 
Joetr 


"Count  WotaT-htatferwMh  thought   tela 
Inadequate,  and   surgented   |w*> 


"  'England  will,  therefore. .  observe  at 
leaat  benevolent  neutrality  should  war 
*o  forced  upon  Germany,  or  Kngland 
will  therefore,  a*  a  matter  of  course,  re- 
main neutral  if  war  Is  farced  upon  Ger- 
many.' 

"This,  he  added,  would  not  ho  binding 
unless  our  wishes  were  met  with  regard 
to  the  ngval  programme.  Sir  Edward 
Gray  considered  that  the  Brltlah  pro- 
posals were  sufficient.  He  ax  plained 
that  If  Germany  deelred  to  crush 
France.  Kngland-  might  not  be  able  to 
■It  still,  though  If  France  war*  aggres- 
sive or  attacked  Germany  no  support 
would  be  given  by  Hi*  Majesty*.  Govern- 
ment or  approved  by   England. 

"It  '.s  obTioui  tnat  the  real  object  of 
the  German  proposal  waa  to  obtain  the 
neutrality  of  England  in  all  eventuali- 
ties, since,  should  war  break  out,  Oer- 
many would  certainly  contend  that  It 
had  been  forced  upon  her,  and  would 
claim  that  England  should  remain  neu- 
tral. 

"An  admirable  example  of  this  Is  the 
present  war.  in  which,  in  spite  of  the 
facts,  Germany  contends  war  has  been 
forced  upon  her.  Even  the  third  mem- 
ber of  the  triple  allowance,  who  had 
aourcea  of  Information  hot  open  to  us. 
did  not  shars  this  view,  but  regarded  it 
aa  an  aggressive  war.  Sir  Edward  Grey 
eventually  propoeed  the  following  for- 
mula: 

"  'The  two  powers,  being  mutually  de- 
sirous of  securing  peace  and  friendship 
between  them,  Kngland  declares  that  she 
will  neither  make  nor  Join  In  any  un- 
provoked attack  on  Germany.  Aggres- 
sion upon  Germany  forma  no  part  of 
any  treaty,  understanding  or  combina- 
tion to  which  Kngland  now  is  a  party, 
nor  will  she.  become  a  party  to  anything 
that  has   become  such  an  object.' 

"Sir  Edward  Grey,  when  he  handed 
this  formula  to  Count  Wolff-Metternlch, 
said;  that  the  use  of  the  word  neutral- 
ity would  convey  the  impreaslon  that 
more  was  meant  than  was  warranted 
by  the  text.  He  suggeated  that  the 
airbatance  of  what  was  required  would 
be  Obtained  from  the  more  accurately 
expressed  words  'will  neither  make  nor 
Join   in  any   unprovoked   attack ' 

"Count  Wolff-Metternlch  thereupon 
received  lnatructlons  to  make  It  quite 
clear  that  the  chancellor  could  recom- 
mend to  the  Emperor  to  give  tip  the 
essential  parts  of  the  Novelle  (the  bin 
then  pending  for  an  increase  of  the 
German  navy)  only  If  we  could  con- 
clude an  agreement  guaranteeing  neu- 
trality of  a  far-reaching  character  and 
leaving  no  doubt  aa  to  any  Interpre- 
tation, die  admitted  that  the  Chan- 
cellor's wish  amounted  to  a  guarantee 
of  absolute  neutrality,  falling  which  the 
Novelle    muat    proceed. 

Might    Be    Modified 

"Count  Wolff-Metternlch,  stated  that 
there  Waa  no  chance  of  withdrawal  of 
the  Novelle,  but  said  that  it  might  be 
modified.  It  would  be  dlaappolntlng  to 
the  Chancellor  If  we  did  nor  go  beyond 
the  formula  we  had  suggeistsd.  <  Sir 
Edward  Grey  said  that  he  could  under- 
stands that  there  would  be  disappoint- 
ment If  His  Majesty's  Government  were 
to  state  that  the  carrying  out  of  the 
No.velle  would  put  an  end  to  the  nego- 
tiations and  form  an  insurmountable 
obstacle  to  better  relations.  His  Ma- 
jesty's Government  did  not  say  till* 
and  they  hoped  that  the  formula  wdlcd 
they  had  suggested  might  be  consid- 
ered In  connection  with  the  decision  of 
the  territorial  arrangements,  even  If  it 
did  not  prove  effective  In  preventing  an 
increase  In  the  naval  expenditures. 

"Sir  Edward  GKey  added  that  if  some 
arrangement  could  be  made  between  the 
two  governmenta  it  would  have  a 
favorable,  though  indirect,  effect  upon 
naval  expenditures;  as  time  wept  on. 
It  would  hsve,  moreover,  a  favorable 
direct  effect  on  the  public  opinion  of 
both  countries. 

"A  few  days  afterward*.  Count  Wolff- 
Metternlch  communicated  to  Sir  Bd- 
ward Grey  the  substance  of  a  letter 
from  the  chancellor.  In  which  the  lat- 
ter said,  that  aa  the  formula  sug- 
gested by  Ills  Majesty's  Government 
was  from  the  German  point  of  view. 
Insufficient,  and  as  His  Majesty's  Gov- 
ernment  could  not  agree  to  the  larger 
formula  for  which  he  had  asked,  the 
Novelle  must  proceed  on  the  lines  on 
which  It  had  been  presented  to  the 
Federal   Council. 

"The  negotiations  then  came  to  an 
end  and  with  them  the  hope  of  a  mu- 
tual reduction  Irt  the  expenditure  for 
armaments   by   the    two   countries." 


GAIN  SUCCESS

PKTROGRAD,  Aug.  31,  via  London. 
Sept.  1— Successful  Ruaalaa  counter- 
attacks on  a  wide  front  in  the  strlpa 
River  district  in  Eaatern  Gallcia,  are 
reported  in  a  Russian  official  state- 
ment given  out  here  tonight.  The 
Russians  claim  to  have  captured  3.090 
prisoners,  St  cannon  and  34  machine 
guna 

VIENNA.  Aug.  31  —  The  following  of- 
ficial communication  waa  lesuod  today: 

"Russian  war  theatre — North  end 
northeast  of  Lusk  the  enemy,  after 
heavy  fighting,  was  repulsed.  We  cap- 
tured 11  officers  and  over  l.Sfo  men. 
and  In  addition  five  machine  guna  fire 
railway  engines,  two  railway  trams  and 
a   great   quantity    of   war    materials. 

"Near  Svlaluchy,  Gorochow  and 
Turas  our  troop*  have  farced  the  Rus- 
sian* to  continue  their  retreat.  With 
their  usuaf  bravery,  regiments  of  the 
ituda  Peat  dlvlalon  etormed  the  strong- 
ly fortified  line  In  the  district  of 
Raatchow. 

•t»n  the  strip*  River  (Eaatora  Ga- 
llcia) fighting  la  proceeding  for  cross- 
ings. In  thin  righting,  the  Russian*

ON  WESTERN  FRONT 


England  Determined  That  Ger- 
mans Shall  Feel  Strength  of 
New  Armies — Peace  Not 
Wanted  by  Public. 


LONDON,  Aug.  31.— The  greatest  im- 
portance waa  attached  by  political  lead- 
era  thla  afternoon  to  a  hurriedly  called 
conference  at  Premier  Asqulth's  office. 
The  meeting  waa  both  unexpected  and 
mysterious. 

The  Minister  of  Munitions,  Mr.  Lloyd 
George,  was  In  conference  with  represen- 
tatives of  the  Welsh  coal  miners  when 
he  was  summoned  to  Downing  Street  at 
noon,  a  few  minutes  after  I'remler  At- 
qulth  had  arrived  from  the  country.  At 
Intervals  of  leas  than  ten  minutes,  Lord 
Kitchener,  Sir  Edward  Grey,  Mr.  A.  J. 
Balfour,  Lord  Lansdowne,  Sir  Edward 
Carson  and  other  cabinet  ministers  ar- 
rived. 

The  War  Office  Just  now  is  as  silent 
as  the  desert  sphinx,  but  London  hears 
that  something  la  about  to  happen  on 
the  Western  front.  The  question  most 
asked  here  Is:  "When  is  the  biK  blow 
coming  off?" 

The  average  Londoner  Is  waiting  in 
highly  interested  expectancy.  He  be- 
lieves he  will  pot  have  to  wait  long. 

All  the  reasons  behind  his  deductions 
cannot  he  stated  here.  But  it  is  suffi- 
cient to  note  that  soldiers  are  becoming 
more  scarce  In  London.  The  kilted  Scots, 
becapped  British  and  Canadian,  behattcd 
Australian  and  New  Zealander,  and  tur- 
banned  Indian  are  fast  disappearing 
from  the  gas*  of  civilian  London — hun- 
dreds of  thousands  of.  them. 

Dally,  for  the  paat  month,  they  have 
been  moving  off  somewhere.  And  It  Is 
known  here  that  the  British  front  in 
France  has  been  lengthened — exactly 
how  much  the  public  doea  not  know. 

Despite  the  latest  alleged  German 
peace  feelers,  however,  it  ia  stated  on 
the  beet  of  authority  that  the  peace 
scheme,  so  far  a*  England  ia  concerned, 
has  undergone  no  change.  A  few  So- 
cialist leaders  favor  the  driving  of  hos- 
tilities, but  neither  in  official  circles  nor 
In  the  great  mass  of  the  public  Is  there 
any  Inclination  to  accept  any  peace  at 
this  time,  honorable  or  otherwise. 

England  is  determined  that  the 
strength  of  her  new  armies  shall  be  felt 
by  the  enemy,  and  that  the,  Germans 
muat  be  driven  out  of  France  and  Bel- 
glum. 


SPANISH  PROTEST 


PARIS.  Aug.  J  I. —The  Journal  dee  De- 
bet* publishes  a  dispatch  from  St.  Se- 
bastian. Spain,  stating  that  German  In- 
fluences hsve  caused  part  of  the  Span- 
ish press  to  defend  the  torpedoing  of  the 
Spanish  steamship  Isidore,  against 
which  the  Government  ha*  lodged  a 
protest  at  Berlin.  Premier  Dato  is 
quoted  by  the  correspondent  ss  contrast- 
ing the  attitude  of  the  American  press 
with   thst  of  Spanish  newspapers. 

"Doubtless  there  are  those  in  the 
United  States."  said  the  Premier,  "who 
sympathize  with  Oermany.  but  I  do  not 
know  of  a  single  newspaper  which  had 
thought  Germany  was  right  In  torpedo- 
ing the  Lusitania.  The  German  Govern- 
ment could  reply  to  our  demands  by  cit- 
ing arguments  and  declarations  made  by 
the   pro-German    Spanish    press."

OTTAWA,  Aujb/si.— There  is  to  be 
another  patriotic  campaign  for  sub- 
scriptions this  fall.  This  decision  haa 
been  reached  by  the  fund  officials  at 
the  head  office  In  Ottawa  and  the  cam- 
paign will  be  got  under  way  almost 
Immediately,  air  Herbert  Ames.  M.  P.. 
honorary  secretary,  will  leavje  Mont- 
real on  Monday  to  visit  the  large  cen- 
tres in  the  West,  where  he  plans  to  or- 
ganise a  big  campaign  later  on.  prob- 
ably beginning  early  in  October.  Ex- 
tensive csmpalgns,  similar  to  those  car- 
ried on  a  year  ago,  will  be  commenced 
In    the   Eastern   cities. 

For  several  months  now.  patriotic 
fund  officials  have  been  considering  tin- 
inauguration  of  a  new  campaign  for  do- 
natlona  to  the  fund.  A  year  ago  it  was 
not  cenaldared  that  the  war  would  last 
for  a  year  without  visible  signs  of  con- 
cluding. The  officials  realise  the  hopes 
of  peace  during  the  next  year  are  re- 
mote. The  administration  of  money 
was  based  on  expectation  of  a  year  or. 
at  the  most,  eighteen  months  of  wsr. 
Nor  did  the  officials  expect  that  so 
many  men  would  be  sent  to  the  front 
from  Canada, 

There  are  at  present  In  round  figures. 
1*0,000  men  on  the  other  side  of  the 
Atlantic  from  the  Dominion,  and  least 
half  that  number  In  training  In  this 
country.  There  ha*  been  a  large  in- 
crease in  recruits  with  dependents  also. 

The  patriotic  fund  haa  approximately 
It. 900  famlltea  on  It*  list,  outside  of 
Independent  funds,  such  as  that  In  Brit- 
ish Columbia. 

Another  Important  consideration  la 
the  fact  that  In  the  last  three  months 
the  fund  haa  decreased  its  surplus  to 
the  extent  of  half  a  million  dollar*, 
June  Was  the  flrat  month  In  which  ex- 
penditure exceeded  Income.  «nd  laat 
month  the  expenditure  waa  <il0.oon. 
compared  with  an  income  or  tion.on*. 
None  of  this  was  taken  up  with  pay* 
raent  of  officials  either,  the*  being 
paid  out  of  Interest  alone. 


British  Submarine  Pentrates 
Golden  Horn  and  DoesfGreat 
Damage  to  Important  Struc- 
ture in  Ottoman  Capital, 


LONDON.  Aug.  31.— An  Athens  dis- 
patch to  the  Exchange  Telegraph  Com- 
pany says  that  a  British  submarine  has 
blown  up  a  portion  of  the  bridge  between 
Stamboul   and  Galata. 

M  »  not  :****■!*  .whethv-  this  U  go 
echo  of  the  similar  report  of  several 
weeks  ago,  which,  as  was  expected, 
brought  forth  the  usual  denial  from  Con- 
stantinople. 

The  Galata  bridge  was  the  chief  of 
two  bridges  spanning  tlm  Golden  Horn 
and  connecting  Galata  with  BtambouL 
The  bridge,  built  of  steel,  was  completed 
by  a  German  company  In  1912,  and  re- 
placed an  old  wooden  structure  by  which 
connection  was  maintained  between  these 
two  important  quarters  of  the  capital. 
It  was  constructed  In  such  a  way  that 
certain  sections  could  be  opened  In  order 
to  allow  vessels  to  pass  into  the  inner 
and  naval  porta  of  the  city. 

The  bridge  was  one  of  the  most  fre- 
quentel  places  In  all  Constantinople. 
Along  its  sides  ran  a  series  of  landing 
stagea  from  which  sailed  local  steamers 
for  Scutari,  for  the  islands  In  the  Sea  of 
Marmora  and  for  the  Bosphorus.  A  toll 
was  levied  on  all  persons  crossing  the 
bridge.  In  the  crowd  which  daily 
crossed  the  bridge  were  representatives 
of  every  nationality  In  every  variety  of 
apparel.

ROYAL  VISIT    ' 
WILL  BE  BRIEF 


Governor-General  Will  Arrive 
Here  on  Evening  of  Septem- 
ber 16  and  Leave. on  Fol- 
lowing Night. 


Ths  forthcoming  visit  of  His  Royal 
Highness  the  DukV  of  Connaught  to 
Brltlah  Columbia  will  be  concerned  al- 
most entirely  with  inspection*  of  troops 
at  different  centres.  Mis  Honor  Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Barnard  yesterday  re- 
ceived the  following  meaaag*  from 
Lieut-Col.  Stanton,  military  secretary 
to  the  Governor-General: 

"HI*  lloysl  Highness  the  Duhe  of 
Connaught.  on  his  Western  militia  tour 
of  Inspection,  will  arrive  at  Slcamou* 
at  7.11  a.m..  on  September  14.  proceed- 
ing at  !•:  it  a.m.  to  Vernon.

It  attacked  the 
lloulder  liner  Nlcoslsn,  and  it  waa  while 
It  waa  holding-  up  the  Nlcostan  that  the 
British  patrol  ship  suddenly  appeared 
and  sank  It.'  All  the  members  of  the 
crew  were  drowned. 

BEKLIN,  Aug.  31.— The  German  Ad- 
miralty today  advanced  the  suggestion 
that  the  submarine  which  may  have  tor- 
pedoed the  steamer  Arabic  possibly  had 
foundered  .  or  had  been  sunk  by  the 
Brltlah.  A  high  official  of  the  Admiralty, 
in  skhIii  declaring'  that  absolutely  no 
news  of  the  sinking  of  the  Arabic  was  as 
yet  available,  said  it  was  lamentable  If 
the  submarine  had  been  lost,  and  we 
should  never  hear  nf  what  happened. 
Soon  after  the  Arabic  sunk  It  via  said 
we  should  in  all  probability  have  the 
details  by  the7end.  of  August,  or  early 
In  September  at  the  latest.  Moat  of  our 
boats  whlc"h  were  on  the  west  coast  of

Arabic. 

"It  probably  will  ix>  possible  within 
a  very  short  time-  I  cannot  aay  pre- 
cisely how  many  day* — to  tell  Whether 
our  apprehensions  regarding  the  submar- 
ine are  correct." 

The  official  would  not  say  whether  on* 
or  more  of  the  submarines  In  question 
were  still  out,  nor  how  long  any  one 
vessel  had  been  away  from  It*  base,  but 
stated  siiggeatlvely: 

"They  seldom  remain  out,  ldnger  than 
three  weeks,  end  we  usually  get  a  report 
on  any  torpedoing  operatiolns  In  from 
ten  to  fourteen  daya  after  the  occur- 
rence."

Controversy  on  Conscription  Is 
Dividing  Great  Britain  Into 
Two  Parties— Cabinet  Ma- 
jority Said  to  Favor  It.' 


LONDON.  Aug.  $1.— Tha  controversy 
ov«r  (ha  subject  of  conscription  la  divid- 
ing the  country  into  two  partlea.  one 
for  and  the  other  against  compulsory 
service,  which  the  Government  Is  known 
to  have  been  cunaid»ring  for  tome  time- 
While  many  papers  continue  to  assail 
the  Government,  urging;  prompt  adoption 
of  the  stringent  measure,  others  de- 
nounce the  campaign  for  conscription  a* 
•  conspiracy. 

A  oorreepondent  learns  on  good  au- 
thority that  the  Government  haa  prac- 
tically decided  to  abandon  the  plan  to 
lutiodnce  conacription  and  to  adopt  a 
compromiee  measure,  which,  neverthe- 
less, amounte  to  compulsion.  The 
scheme  decided  upon  by  the  authorities 
Is  the  "quota"  system,  a  system  which 
hea  been  tn  force  In  South  Africa  since 
1$I3.  Thia  compels  each  locality  to  fur- 
nish a  definite  ifumber  of  troops  in  caae 
of  war.  The  difficulties  that  have  been 
encountered  by  the  British  war  chiefs  in 
recruiting  are  no  longer  a  secret.  It  la 
also  known  that  Earl  Kitchener  demands 
more  men-  The  problem,  however,  la 
not  how  to  And  theae  men,  hut  where 
they  can  be  apared.  It  la  pointed  out 
(hat  there  la  danger  of  crippling  British 
industries,  the  exporting  and  manufac- 
turing trades  which  are  badly  handi- 
capped through  the  enlistment  of  the 
moat  useful  men.  Recruiting  alao  haa 
drawn  a  rich  harvest  from  the  eaaentlal 
pianta  making  war  materials,  army  and 
navy  equipment.  Theae  men,  It  la  ar- 
gued, are  more  useful  at  home  than  they 
would  be  on  the  front  At  the  aame 
time  thousands  of  clerks  in  banks  and 
inaurance  and  lawyers'  offices  throughout 
England  are  doing  work  which  could  be 
dona  by   women. 

It  ia  claimed  that  the  object  of  the  re- 
cent country-wide  registration  waa  to 
furnish  the  Government  with  Informa- 
tion regarding  the  men  of  thia  class  who 
oould  go  to  the  defence  of  their  country 
while  others  who  are  eaaentlal  for  the 
maintenance  of  tha  vital  Industries 
ahould  tie  urj,ed  to  remain  at  their  Job*. 

An  appeal  by  the  manufacturers  is 
being  carefully  considered  by  the  Gov- 
ernment and  now  no  effort  is  made  to 
recruit  men  whose  absence  from  home 
would  impair  the  essential  work  and 
prosperity  of  the  country. 

l.ou.l  protest  has  been  raised  by  the 
enemies'  of  conscription  against  the  at- 
tempts made  by  American  manufactur- 
ers to  displace  the  British  In  commerce, 
not  only  in  the  British  colonies,  but  also 
at  home.  The  Invasion  of  the  markets 
of  England  by  the  American  automobile 
is  cited  as  an  Instance  in  the  protests. 
The  outcry,  however,  is  said  to  be  un- 
founded, as  the  British  manufacturers 
are  doing  all  the  business  they  can  un- 
der the  prevailing  conditions.  The  per- 
centage of  trades  affected  by  enlistment 
Is  insignificant.

"Gibson  Bowles,  the  well-known  naval 
expert,  heads  an  agitation,  dally  becom- 
ing more  insistent,  demanding  an  ex- 
planation of  Sir  Edward  Grey's  remark, 
In  reply  to  Chancellor  von  Bethmann- 
llollweg.  that  the  freedom  of  the  aea 
may  be  a  reasonable  subject  of  discus- 
sion and  definition  after  the  war.  Mr. 
Rowles  undoubtedly  carries  the  nation 
with  him  when  he  contends  that,  al- 
though the  seas  should  be  free  to  all 
during  peace.  It  is  vital  to  Great  Britain 
to  maintain  their  freedom  for  herself 
during  war,  while  denying  her  enemies 
such  freedom.  Mr.  Bowles  further  eom- 
ments  that  Sir  Kdward  Grey'a  bad  record 
In  thia  matter  is  chiefly  responsible  for 
the  Declaration  of  London  In  1907,  limit* 
ing  the  right  of  search  and  abolishing 
the  rlg'.it  of  confiscation  in  connection 
with  contraband,  which  the  House  of 
Lords  defeated,  but  which  Grey  Invited 
the  late  Government  to  enforce,  under 
order-ln-councll  at  the  beginning  of  the 
war,  until  compelled  by  the  force  of 
public  opinion  to  rescind  It  by  a  further 
order  on  March  11  last,  since  when  the 
March  order  has  been  evaded  in  various 
ways.  7t  is  evident  that  the  majority 
of  the  Liberals  are  opposed,  like  tho 
Unionists,  to  Sir  Edward  Grey  on  this 
queatlon."

Aug.  31.— One  of 
tha  moat  sensational  and  dramatic  trials 
in  the  history  of  the  West  waa  concluded 
at  Peace  River  Crossing  this  afternoon 
before  Mr.  Justice  Beck,  when  Ralph  W.

barely  If  years  old,  with  whom  he  bad 
eloped.  He  settled  at  Peace  River 
Crossing,  and  for  a  time  the  pair  lived 
happily.  Then  Smith  eaaae  oa  the 
scene  and  Mre.  Bradley  sooa  became  in- 
fatuated with  him.  She  left  her  home 
and  went  to  reside  with  Smith  and  his 
parenta.  Bradley,  who  was  oat  of  tho 
country  at  the  time,  returned  later,  and 
urged  Ms  wife  to  come  hack  with  him. 
She  refused,  saying  alio  loved  Smith 
only,  and  her  husband  upbraided  Smith 
ftw  having  broken  op  Ma  home.  Teas 
things  went  on  fee  a  few  weeka  Later 
Bradley  mat  Smith  end  hla  fathsy  on 
the  road  aad  shot  hla  dead,  nriar  a

REPOSED  TO  GIVE

Naval   Officer   in   Charge  of 
•  Huge     Gold     Consignment 
Took  Strict  Precautions  Be- 
fore Making  Delivery. 


OTTAWA,  Aug.  31.— A  peculiar  story 
in  a  private  letter  from  Halifax  re- 
ceived here  today  regarding  the  recent 
130,000,000  in  gold  and  the  3SI.000.000 
in  securities  which  were  sent  from 
Britain  in  a  warship  with  a  convoy  des- 
tined to  New  York. 

The  officer  in  charge  or  the  fleet  was 
one  of  the  best  known  men.  in  the  Brit- 
ish navy  and  his  identity  waa  kept 
secret   from   all    but   a   few   persons. 

"But  the  work  of  the  whole  thing 
waa  this,"  says  the  latter,  "the  145,000,- 
000  was  consigned  to  some  express  com- 
pany, which  it  seems  did  not  Itself 
have  a  branch  office  in  Halifax.  Its 
agent  there  produced  all  manner  of  cor- 
respondence to  show  that  he  was  author- 
ised to  receive  the  shipment,  but  the 
British  officer,  said  'nothing  doing.' " 

There  was  much  scurrying  too  and 
from  the  warship  tn  motor  boats.  The 
olttcer  remained  aboard  and  all  they 
could  get  out  of  him  waa  that  his  ship 
would  stay  there  and  the  3*5.000,000 
would  stay  aboard  ship  until  the  ac- 
tual people  to  whom  It  was9  addressed 
came  and  got  It. ' 

"The  Halifax  agents  say  that  they 
could  do  nothing  with  him  and  a  hur- 
ried call'  was  sent  to  New  York.  The 
real  people  there  sent  up  some  repre- 
sentatives with  about  a  ton  of  creden- 
tials and  then  the  officer  came  acroas 
with   the   146,000.000. 

"Meanwhile,  the  little  fleet  had  rid- 
den calmly  at  anchor  In  Halifax 
harbor." 


WOULD  RESIST 


Correspondent  of  Daily  Chron- 
icle Says  Balkan  League 
Would  Resist  Fresh  Attack 
on  Serbia  by  Germany, 


LONDON.  Aug.  31.— The  Dally  Chron- 
icle'a  diplomatic  correspondent  says: 

"It  would  be  only  fulfilling  the  ma- 
licious intentions  of  the  central  powers 
to  accept  tha  present  military  demon- 
stration on  the  frontiers  of  Serbia  and 
Roumanla  at  its  face  value.  Its  put- 
pose  In  the  most  favorable  circum- 
stances must  be  more  political  than 
military.  The  expense  of  the  sug- 
geated  German  plan  to  break  through 
Serbia  and  Bulgaria  to  Constantinople. 
even  if  It  proved  successful  which  Is 
decidedly  improbable,  would  be  out  of 
all  proportion  to  the  military  value  of 
the  achievement.  Any  fresh  attack  on 
Serbia  will  certainly  re-create  the  Bal- 
kan League,  and  such  a  contingency — 
bringing  Into  action  against  the  Teu- 
tonic Powers  over  1,250,000  men — Ger- 
man diplomacy  cannot  possibly  contem- 
plate.             .... 

"It  seems  moat  likely,  as  a  reliable 
authority  remarked  yesterday,  that  the 
latest  military  m6ve  on  the  part  of 
Auatrla  and  Germany  Is  intended  doub- 
ly as  a  sinister  support  of  the  poli- 
tical projects  their  agents  are  assidu- 
ously advancing  In  Sofia  and  as  a  fur- 
ther menace  to  Roumanla.  Meanwhile 
the  last-named  state,  T  learn  from  a 
well-informed  source,  is  steadfastly  re- 
jecting alternately  coercive  and  concil- 
iatory advances  made  by  Germany  con- 
cerning the  transport  of  munitions  to 
Turkey.  The  Roumanian  army  which 
would  certainly  co-operate  with  the 
other  Balkan  states  In  resisting  the 
German  Invasion  of  Serbia  and  Bul- 
garia, numbers  nearly  300,000  men.  and 
may  be  relied  upon  to  render  a  vig- 
orous account  of  Itself." 

ATHENS.  Aug.  31—  According  to  In- 
formal lea  from  one  of  the  local  lega- 
tions. It  Is  confirmed  that  the  Turco- 
Bulgarian    treaty   has   been      lined. 

It  is  reported  from  Roumanla  that 
Austro-Oerman  troops  are  massing  on 
the  Austro-Roumanian  frontier,  and 
that  Germany  la  threatening  to  pro- 
hibit the  exportation  of  Roumenian 
grain  to  Germany  and  Austria-Hun- 
gary, the  object  being  to  forte  Rou- 
manla to  allow  free  passage  of  war 
material  to  Turkey. 

On  the  Serbian  frontier,  near  .  Or- 
neve,  there  are  lt*.0*e  troops  massed. 
It  la.  however,  considered  unlikely  that 
they  will  attack  Serbia  aa  ^ong  as  tho 
attitude  of  Greece  and  Roumanla  re- 
main uaaeSned,

OTTAWA.  Aug.  31.— There  ia  every 
prospect  of  trouble*  more  or  leaa  serious, 
when  the  separate  schools  of  Ottawa 
open  on  Wednesday.  It  all  arises  out  of 
the  bilingual  issue,  of  which  for  over  a 
year  Ottawa  haa  been  the  atorm  centre 
and  the  scene  of  almoat  constant  liti- 
gation. Because  the  majority  of  the 
separate  school  board — the  French- 
speaking  trustees.  In  conjunction  with 
three  English  trustees  representing 
French  wards — have  Ignored  the  famous 
Ontario  regulation  17.  restricting  the 
teaching  of  French  ip  the  schools,  the 
Provincial  Government  appointed  the 
commission  of  three  members  to  take 
over  and  direct  the  schools.  In  that 
commission  are  vested  all  the  powers 
that  previously  were  exercised  by  the 
separate  school  board,  ita  creation  was 
due  to  the  chaotic  conditions  of  last 
year,  and  the  desire  to  obviate  a  repeti- 
tion this  year.  But  while  the  English- 
speaking  Catholics  accept  the  new  com- 
mission, the  French-speaking  trustees 
and  supporters  will  have  none  of  it.  They 
claim  that  as  a  board  they  still  exist, 
and  that  the  Government  had  no  consti- 
tutional right  to  appoint,  even  on  the 
basis  of  special  legislation,  a  body 
elected    under   the  Separate   School  Act. 

So  the  situation  comes  down  to  thi*> 
that  both  bodies  Intend  to  open  the 
schools  on  Wednesday.  There  will  be  no 
trouble  In  the  English  schools,  a  pro- 
nouncement from  all  the  English-speak- 
ing priests  of  the  city  road  .  In  the 
parish  churches  yesterday  giving  hearty 
concurrence  to  the  plans  of  the  new 
commission. 

The  difficulty  will  arise  in  the  French 
schools,  of  which  there  arc  seven  or 
eight.  Both  the  commission  and  the 
old  "board"  propose  to  open  these 
schools.  The  Janitors  have  the  keys,  and 
there  is  much  speculation  as  to  which 
win  be  first  on  the  scene  and  which  Au- 
thority will  establish  possession. 

The  French  trustees,  who  have  been 
supplanted,  claim  that  the  new  commis- 
sion will  not  be  able  to  secure  teachers 
for  the  French  schools,  while,  on  the 
other  hand,  the  old  board  haa  no  money 
or  financial  powers.  All  school  taxes 
are  vested  in  the  new  body,  which  alone 
is  in  a  position  to  pay  teachers.  \ 

Roman  Catholic  circles  here  are  much 
worked  up  over  the  matter,  and  the  two 
sides  of  it  are  excited.  Strong  adherence 
waa  given  regulation  17  on  Sunday  In 
some  of  the  churchea  The  French  held 
a  big  mass  meeting,  protesting  against 
the  rule  and  the  new  order  of  things, 
and  determining  to  fight  It  to  the  bitter 
end. 

Maw  Board  Condemned 

With  much  enthusiasm  the  new  com- 
mission was  condemned,  and  a  strong 
resolution  was  passed  alleging  violation 
by  the  Ontario  Government  of  the  rights 
and  liberties  conferred  by  the  B.  N.  A. 
Act. 

Senator  Landry,  Speaker  of  the  Senate, 
presided.  He  is  head  of  the  Ontario 
branch   educational  association. 

A  rumor  was  current  yesterday  after- 
noon that  the  difficulty  possibly  will  be 
obviated.  The  new  commission,  It  waa 
rumored,  will  take  over  the  teaching 
staff  annd  run  the  schools  pending1  Seg- 
ment by  the  courts  on  the  questions 
raised  as  to  legal  atatus  and  the  right 
of  the  Government  to  appoint  such  a 
body  supplanting  the  old  body.  The  ru- 
mor could  not  be  traced  down  nor  could 
any  baala  for  Its  origin  be  learned.  It 
may  mean  that  the  members  of  the  old 
board  have  decided  to  stand  aside  until 
the  case  has  come  up  in  regular  course 
before  the  courts.  It  has  been  under- 
stood, however,  that  such  a  decision  was 
unlikely,  and  that  the  opponents  of  the 
commission  would  offer  strenuous  re- 
sistance. Bad  feeling  certainly  exists, 
and,  unless  the  rumors  bad  foundation  In 
fact,  more  or  leas  trouble  la  anticipated 
as  Inevitable  when  the  two  bodies  exer- 
cise their  disputed  authority  at  the 
school    openings   on   Wednesday.

PAYS  TRIBUTE 


TO  CANADIANS 


French  'Novelist  Traces  Bravery 
and  Resourcefulness  of  Men 
From  Dominion  to  Strains 
of  Trapper  and  Redskin, 


LONDON.  Aug.  31.— Maurice  Barre, 
the  famous  French  novelist  and  play- 
wright, describes  In  The  Kcho  de  Paris 
a  visit  to  the  Canadians  at  the  front. 
He  pay*  an  te!o<|uent  tribute  to  the 
courage  iiiid  .  resource  of  our  men,  but 
somewhat  fantastically  works  out  the 
theory  that  this  Is  the  outcome  of  the 
trapper  and  redskin  strains  among  the 
Canadian    people. 

"I  know  well,"  Barre,  'nays,  "that 
amonK  the«c  volunteers  there  are  many 
new  Cnnadiuns,  born  in  Rngland,  or  the 
aons  of  emigrants.  All  are  not  sons  of 
trappers  and  redskins.  But  around 
these  types,  varieties  and  shades  and 
Mendings    range    themselves." 

M.  Barre  opens  by  describing  how 
the  sight  of  the  Canadian  huts  In 
Flanders  recalled  the  description  of 
the  great  village  of  Natches,  which 
Rene  saw  on  the  shores  of  Meschacebe. 

"The  colors  of  this  page  have  faded, 
fashion  has  changed,  but  one  finds  In 
the  Canadian  army  survlvale  of  the  old 
romance  of  the  prairies.  They  have 
shown  me  how  trappers  use  against 
the  German  bear  a  thousand  little 
tricks  of  their  craft.  They  chase  the 
H.mohfr  with  the  astuteness  of  scalp 
hunters  of  oid,  or  at  any  rate  of  fur 
hunters,  with  the  astute.ters  tempered 
by  English   humanity. 

"One  Canadian  camp  officer  told  me 
tl'ey  established  immediately  a  ma- 
terial and  moral  ascendency  beyond 
dispute  over  the  enemy  as  patrols.  Ha 
gave  me  convincing  details.  While  the 
German  CAn  lte  tra.'Mt-.l  by  his  furrow 
aa  he  era  win  In  the  wheat  fields,  the 
Canadian  can  glide  along  without  mov- 
ing a  ilnelu  atalk.  He  will  stay  hour* 
at  e  stretch  on  the  watch  lying  on  hla 
beck  and  looking  behind'  with  a  little 
mirror.  When  the  Boache,  reassured 
by  the  lone;  silence  and  stlllaesa  of 
the  held,  ventures  on  his  way  he  is 
seised  and  trussed  In  two  seconds. 
The  other  day.  after  a  series  of  these 
mirror  ambpahes.  the  trappers  eent 
the  German  trench  a  simple  message: 
'No  use  aendlng  another  patrol,  yon 
have    the    Canadians    opposite    you.*  ** 

M.  Barre  describes  how,  at  the  mo- 
ment of  hla  visit,  the  camp  waa 
mourning  the  death  of  a  redakln.  lie 
waa  dreeeed  In  khaki,  but  bed  Insisted 
with  the  ardor  of  the  ancient  dying 
prairie  nations,  his  courage  having 
been  allied  with  supreme  calm  und-r 
lire.  He  performed  numerous  nets  of 
supreme  bravery  because  he  wished  to 
win  aeeor  for  hie  people.

NKW  YORK.  Aug.  31.— Foreign  ex- 
change rates  reached  their  most  serious 
stage  today  with  an  overnight  break  of

at  one  time  dropping  to  $4.&8.  below  the 
mark  where  curtailment  of  big  foreign 
orders  to  the  United  States  would  fol- 
low, in  the  opinion  of  bankers  here 

Nothing  like  the  violent  break  In 
quotations  ever  had  been  recorded  In 
foreign  exchange  markets  here  before 
The  low  level  reached  today  waa  1  ft 
cents  below  the  market  set  weeks  ago 
by  financiers  as  the  so-called  irreducible 
minimum  which,  when  reached,  would 
cause  British  buyers  to  seek  other  mar- 
kets In  which  to  place  their  orders  for 
such  imports  as  could  be  obtained  else- 
where than  In  the  United  States. 

Foodstuffs,  manufactured  goods  and 
everything  except  actual  munitions  of 
war  were  embraced  within  this  category. 

The  demoralisation  of  the  foreign  ex- 
change markets  was  succeeded  by  al- 
most chaotic  conditions  as  the  result  of 
the  break.  Dealings  virtually  were  at  a 
standstill.  Rates  varying  as  mscli  as  a 
cent  were  quoted  by  different  houses, 
but  these  rates  iu  almost  every  case 
were  purely  nominal,  and  there  was  no 
business  worthy  the  name  done  in  Brit- 
ish  money   here   today. 

The  big  break  means  that  Britinh  buy- 
ers, in  addition  to  the  top  of  the  market 
prices  already  paid  by  them  in  this 
country  for  American  products,  are 
called  upon  to  pay  a  premium  of  2814 
<fi)ts,  or  more  than  five  per  cent,  on 
every    pound's    worth   of   purchases. 

Not  an  American  contract  has  been 
cancelled  as  yet.  It  was  said,  but  the 
heavy  premium  which  British  buyers 
must  pay  gives  every  indication  that 
cancellations  .-will  follow  unless  rates 
are  rectified  very  soon  and  that  there 
will  be  a  decided  slump  In  new  orders.

Body  of  Gunner's  Mate  Ash- 
croft  Found  in  Submarine 
F-4,  Which  Is  Now  in 
Dry  dock, 


HONOLULU,  Aug.  31.— One  body 
found  in  V.e  forward  compartment  or 
the  submarine  F-4  was  identified  today 
as  that  of  George  T.  Ashcroft,- of  -  U>h 
Angeles,  gunner's  mate.  Ashcroft's 
body,  although  a  little  more  than  a  group 
of  bones,  was  identified  by  a  dental 
bridge,  naval  officials  said.  Many  of  the 
bodies  are  In   fragments. 

More  remnants  of  bodle*  have  been 
found  tn  the  Interior  of  t!io  submarine, 
but  there  has  been  no  further  Identifica- 
tion. The  board  of  Inquiry  expected  to 
cable  the  Navy  Department  at  Washing- 
ton late  today*  the  results  of  the  Investi- 
gation as  far  as  it  has  gone. 

The  hulk  of  the  sulmiarlnc  lies  ex- 
posed to  view,  the  work  of  pumping  out 
the  drydock  having  been  completed  dur- 
ing the  night.

In  due  coarse;  those  official*, 
having  assembled  all  the  data,  will  ar- 
rive at  their  conclusion. 

The  emphatic  point,  from  the  view 
Of  the  public,  Is  that  the  commerce  of 
Seattle  cannot  stop  for  fog  and  smoke. 
It  may  slow  down,  under  pressure  of 
prudence  and  sarety;  but  It  must  pro- 
ceed steadily  and  Irresistibly.  A 
steamer  does  not  '  lay  to"  for  a  fog 
bank.  The  pulsating  heart  of  trade 
doe*  not  countenance  suspended  anima- 
tion: the  great  steamshlpa  must  press 
forward  under  all  eondi'lon*.

Victoria  raoy  bseoene  the  terminal 
point  of  steamship  lines.  *A  hlajn'-claaa 
eteasnsMp  may  east  anywhere  from 
li.dgd.eee  no.  and  If  It  kt  aont  4o  -the 
bottom  'of  even  watepw  a*  t^om  be- 
tween this  city  and  the  Mainland  rail- 
•ray  tee-eaial,  there  can  bo  no  ajalvage. 
the  accident  to  the  Admiral  Watson 
w  it  saattif  at  any  lie**  nasi  to 


larger  and  more  valuable  *h1p*.  There 
I*  no  valid  reason  why  such  ship* 
should  aver  pas*  Victoria.  Their 
corgoea  can  be  handled  here  when  our 
Outer  Harbor  I*  equipped  and  be  car- 
ried on  eara  loaded  here  to  any  of  the 
Mainland  termini.  But  w*  will  bo 
eeked  If  the  ferrlea  will  not  be  liable 
to  collision  because  of  fog  and  amoke, 
0i\  both.  The  answer  la  of  course  in 
the  affirmative,  but  there-  would  be  a 
vaat  difference  between  the  sinking  of 
a  great  ocean  liner  with  all  her  cargo, 
and  the  sinking  of  a  car-ferry  with 
part  of  the   ship's  cargo. 

.  Our  firm  conviction  Is  that  when  our 
Outer  Harbor  has  boon  completed,  if 
facilities  are  provided  for  the  loading 
of  cars  and  placing  them  on  ferries, 
shipowners  will  not  be  slow  to  see 
their  interests  will  demalnd  that  this 
port  shall  be  ta>  terminus  of  ocean 
voyages,  and  If  they  do  not,  that  the 
marine  Insurance  companies  will  And 
a  way  of  compelling  them  to. 


Under  existing  conditions  there 
seem*  to  be  no  way  by  which  land  on 
which  taxes  are  peat  due  can  be  with- 
held from  aale.  Human  nature  la 
human  nature,  .and  if  It  were  under- 
stood that  there  would  be  no  tax  salea, 
possibly  many  persons  would  defer 
payment  of  their  taxea  indefinitely.  Wa 
think  there  will  be  a  very  general  de- 
mand when  the  Legislative  Assembly 
meets  for  an  extension  or  the  time  for 
redemption  of  property  so  sold. 
"It  is  open  to  question  If  the  system 
or  tax  sales  i*  not  a  crude  way  or  col- 
lecting delinquent  taxes.  The  subject 
Is  one  calling  for  very  ..thorough  In- 
vestigation. We  are  Informed  that  in 
one  of  the  Provinces,  we  are  not  quite 
sure  which,  land  on  which  taxes  are, 
peat  due  becomes  after  a  certain  date 
a  part  of  the  assets  held  as  sinking 
funds,  the  amount  of  the  taxes  due 
being  advanced  out  of  such  funds. 
After  a  specified  period  the  land  may 
be  sold,  but  only  after  notice  to  all 
person*  interested  In  it.  After  an 
order  for  sal*  has  been  made,  a  further 
period  Is  allowed  for  redemption.  ■  The 
,  principle  of  such  legislation  la  that 
the  fullest  possible  opportunity  should 
be  given  an  owner  to  redeem  hi*  land. 


We  are  glad  to  obaerve  In  some  East- 
ern contemporaries  the  beginning  of 
the  discussion  of  a  subject  to  which  we 
think  The  Colonist  Was  the  -Drat  to 
direct  attention,  namely  Uio  Imperative 
obligation  resting  upon  the  people  of 
Canada  to  provide  employment  for  re- 
turning soldiers.  So  far'  our  contem- 
poraries have  cnlefly  confined  them- 
selves' to  the'  caae  of  disabled  men,  who 
'rein  now  on  may  be  expected  to  return 
to  their  homes,  although  soma  of  them 
have  dealt  with  the  larger  problem 
The  case  or  dlaatled  men  la  one  calling 
tor  immediate  action,  for  although 
tneir  wants  will  be  In  part  met  by  their 
pensions,  those  of  them  who  are  cap- 
able  of  earning  money  should  be  provid- 
ed with  opporturltlea  of  doing  so  as 
rapidly  as  possible. 

Rut  the  whole  question  In  the 
end  resolves  itself  into  the  means 
whereby  a  stimulus  can  be  given 
to  all  kinds  of  industry.  This 
would  help  those  who  are  sound 
and  those  who  aro  *to  eomu  ex- 
tent disabled.  Wa  aro  not  now  discus- 
sing whether  or  not  returned  soldiers 
ought  to  be  given  a  preference.  That 
is  apart  from  the  main  question,  which 
mgy  bo  thus  stated:  How  shall  our  sol- 
diers oe  afforded  an  opportunity  to 
mako  a  living  on  their  return  to  civil 
occupations'.'  .hint  now  we  have  only 
to  think  of  disabled  men;  but  It  will 
not  be  long  berore  we  will  have  to  con- 
sider those  who  are  not  disabled.  One 
way  in  which  thla  question  can  be 
solved  Is  by  tlio  Inauguration  or  new 
industries,  wnich  m'  begun  in  even  a 
small  way  may  expand  ao  aa  to  give 
work  to  many  people. 

Wo  commend  this  matter  to  the  con- 
sideration or  those  of  our  people  who 
have  wealth  In  one  form  or  another, 
'i'he  man  who  « wns  houses  Is  deeply 
interested  in"  having  them  rented;  the 
man  who  has  mortgagee  naturally 
warfta  the  interest  paid;  the  man  who 
owne  vecant  property  would-  like  to  see 
it  turned  to  good  account.  If  theae  de- 
sirable results  are  to  be  attained,  there 
must  be  a  pay-roll.  W'c  talk  about 
victoria  as  a  residential  city  and.  A 
tourist  resort,  and. Its  future  is  bright 
In  these  directions,  but  a  city  of  per- 
maneu'  prosperity  and  steady  advance- 
ment must  have  a  pay-roll  based  on 
commerce  or  productive  Industry.  The 
wealthier  class  In  this  community  Is 
deeply  Interested  In  commercial  and  In- 
dustrial development,  although  many 
members  of  It  may  not  realise  the  fact.

it  is  a  veritable   Land  "of  Promise. 


The  Outlook,  of  New  York.  speakH  or 
the  Allies  as  Germany's  "beneficent 
inemie*.';  It  says  that  their  victory 
will  mean  the  acquisition  by  the  Ger- 
man people  or  the  rights  or  ttel '-gov- 
ernment ror  which  they  vainly  strug- 
gled In  1148.  K  h.-stllities  are  greatly 
prolonged,  peace  will  find  Germany 
bankrupt,  with  the  flower  of  her  man- 
hood either  dead  or  disabled,  her  com- 
merce ruined,  her  colonial  possessions 
gone,  her  national  reputation  lost,  her 
claims  to  civilization  discredited,  a 
mere  wreck  or  what  was  once  a  proud 
nation.  The  Allien  have  no  wish  to 
ruin  Germany.  They  are  much  too 
wise  to  cherish  any  such  desire.  They 
huve  no  wish  to  acquire  any  part  or 
what  is  legitimately  German  territory 
In  Europe.  They  have  no  hostility  to 
the  German  people,  whom  they  regard 
&a  Victims  or  militarism  In  Its  worst 
aspects.  They  desire  that  out  or  this 
conflict  a  new  and  enfranchised  Ger- 
many shall  emerge.  This  result  will 
be  accomplished  only  by  the  absolute 
overthrow  of  Germany  as  a  military 
power.  This  overthrow  may  not  be 
wholly  achieved  on  the  battlefield. 
When  once  the  German  people  have 
realized  that  the  sacrifices  they  have 
made  have  been  In  vain,  not  even  the 
prestige  of  the  Hohensollerns  can  stay 
a  popular  upheaval,  which  will  end  In 
the  establishment  of  liberty  In  the 
place  of  military  tyranny. 

Many  persons  believed  that  when  the 
war  broke  out.  the  Social  Democrats 
would  refuse  to  participate  In  It;  but 
events  have  shown  that  to  think  this 
was  to  misunderstand  the  character  of 
the  German  people,  all  of  whom  were 
and  doubtless  now  are  inspired  by  a 
fervent  loyalty  to  their  country,  and 
were  ready  to  support  the  ruling  powers 
against  what  they  believed  was  a  com- 
bination or  enemies  aiming  at  the 
overthrow  or  the  nation.  There  is  now 
evidence  that  these  Social  Democrats 
ore  beginning  to  realise  that  Germany's 
worst  roes 'were  In  her  own  household. 
There  are  signs  or  dissatisfaction  tort 
plain  to  be  mistaken.  Owing  to  the 
rigid  hand  or  military  censorship,  the 
world  at  large  cannot  form  any  esti- 
mate of  how  widespread  this  dissatis- 
faction Is.  The  Outlook,  arter  review- 
ing the  evidence,  reaches,  the  conclusion 
that  It  demonstrates  "a  growing  lack 
of  unity  In  the  German  Umpire."  At 
the  first  indication  of  anything  ap- 
proaching dlaaster,  this  dissatisfaction 
will  Increase  with  accelerated  speed,  and 
the  German  people  themselves  will 
complete  what  their  '•beneHeent 
enemes"  will  have  begun,  namely,  Ger- 
man emancipation.

To  secure  fire  apparatus  of  e  mod- 
ern type  and  sufficient  to  meet  abe* 
quately  the  requirements  and  to  pro* 
vide  for  the  building  of  a  ball  for  US 
accommodation,  the  Council  of  the  K*- 
•luimult  municipality  proposes  aubmll- 
tln«  two  by-laws,  to  the  ratepayere  ash- 
In*  for  authority  to  Issue  debentures  to 
raise  939.990.  One  will  sanction  the 
purchase  of  what  is  required  to  combat 
any  fire  that  may  Occur  in  the  dis- 
trict, and  will  include  a  kU-cyllnder. 
rour-cyele  chain-drive  gasoline  motor, 
equipped  with  a  triple  combination 
pumper  hose  and  chemical  hose.  It  Is 
estimated  that  this  will  cost  together 
with  extra  parta  and  the  charges  for 
floating   the  loan,   115,000. 

The  other  by-law  will  cover  the  coat 
of  a  structure  considered  necessary.  It 
being  Intended  that  It  shall  house  not 
only  the  fire  department,  but  will  be 
<arge  enough  for  a  municipal  hall  and 
a  police  station.  The  expenditure  In- 
volved in  this  project  also  le  put  at 
S1G.000. 

A  circular  has  been  printed  and  for- 
warded to  the  voters  explaining  the 
situation  and  asking  for  their  aupport. 
it   follows,   in  part: 

"Many  fires  have  occurred  recently 
within  the  limits  of  the  municipality, 
and  your  Council  feel  It  Incumbent 
upon  them  to  draw  your  attention  to 
the  very  grave  necessity  of  obtaining 
an  efficient  fire  apparatus. 

"The  Municipal  Act  permits  the  Coun- 
cil to  place  before  the  ratepayers  a  by- 
law authorizing  the  raising  of  money  by 
way  of  debentures  for  the  purpose  of 
fire  apparatus,  but  this  one  by-law  docs 
not  and  cannot  be"  made  to  Include 
cost  of  building  to  contain  apparatus, 
which  Is  as  necessary  as  the  apparatus 
itself.  It  would,  therefore,  be  neces- 
sary that  the  Council  place  two  by- 
laws before  you,  one  authorising  de- 
bentures to  be  Issued  to  raise  money 
for  fire  apparatus,  and  another  author- 
ising debentures  to  be  Issued  to  raise 
money  for  a  building  to  house  the  ap- 
paratus and  provide  other  necessary 
accoinmidation    for   municipal    purposes. 

"The  Council  is  of  opinion  that  It 
would  be  a  waste  of  money  to  erect  a 
cheap,  temporary  building  for  the  hous- 
ing  of  valuable  fire  apparatus,  as  such 
a  building  would  in  a  short  time  be- 
come Inadequate  and  titleless.  It  la 
deemed  wiser  to  place  before  you  a  by- 
law for  the  erection  of  a  permanent 
building,  to  contain  municipal  offices, 
police  and  fire  station,  which  will  pro- 
vide accommodation  for  all  purposes. 
You  are.  therefore,  asked  to  take  Into 
consideration  the  advisability  of  pase- 
Ing  by-laws  authorising,  the  Council  to 
issue  debentures  to  raiso  the  moneys 
necessary. 

Based  upon  the  present  assessed 
value  of  the  municipality,  namely,  ft.- 
n.'.L'.'.i.'.i),  each  issue  of  the  above  de- 
bentures will  cost  the  ratepayers  .3526 
of  a  mill,  or  35  >ac  for  each*  11,090  as- 
sessed for  a  period  of  ten  years,  so  the 
total  cost  to  the  ratepayers  for  both 
purposes  would  be  70 He  per  annum  for 
every  91,000  assessed.  The  amount  re- 
quired can  be  borrowed  by  the  Muni- 
cipality  on  advantageous   terms. 

"This  would  give  the  municipality  a 
building  containing  ample  office  room 
for  the  general  staff,  engineering  staff, 
would  also  provide  a  council  chamber 
equal  to  the  needs  of  the  district,  a 
court  room,  police  office,  cells  and  liv- 
ing quarters,  firemen's  living  quar- 
ters, and  a  fire  hall,  all  of  which  can 
he  constructed  at  31*  per  -cent  less  cost 
than  two  years  ago.  The  ratepayers 
would  also  benefit 'by  a  material  reduc- 
tion  In   the  fire  Insurance  rate. 

"That  this  necessary  fire  protection 
bo  obtained,  both  by-laws  would  have 
to  be  endorsed  by  the  ratepayers  when 
submitted,  as  the  one  is  Inoperative 
without  the  other,  and  the  Council 
earnestly  hopes  that  you  will  sanction 
these    measures."

The  leading  agriculturists  of  the  dis- 
trict have  taken  a  keen  Interest  in  the 
move,  and  some  of  them  have  already 
signified  their  intention  to  set  aside  por- 
tions or  thrir  holdings  with  a  view  to 
improving  the  quality  of  the  seed  of  pel- 
licular plants,  it  |a  believed  that  If  this 
method  of  seed  development  and  Im- 
provement is  followed  by  all  the  grow- 
ers of  this  section,  the  time  will  arrive 
within  a  very  few  years  when  ths  qual- 
ity of  the  seeds  will  have  been  so  im- 
proved that  Victoria  will  b«  known  far 
and  wide  a*  a  centre  ot  the  greatest 
seed  growing  section  In  America.  Cli- 
matic conditions  here  are  stated  to  he 
peculiarly  fitted  for  such  an  industry, 
and  the  commercial  possibilities  of  the 
svhesse  are  stated  to  be  excellent. 

Among  those  who  are  expected  to  be 
present  at  the  meeting  la  Professor 
tftterensea.  director  of  the  Dominion  Bx- 
pertmentrl  farm.  Saanlch.  and  his  vain. 
able  experience  will  doubtless  prove  of 
great  importance  In  organising  the 
movement  on  a  proper  basis.  It  ia  iho 
intention  to  ask  some  of  the  leading  seed 
houses  of  the  Kast  and  In  Kngland  to 
nwpply  atoek  seed  and  give  advice  as  to 
nrteee  prevailing  for  various  seed*  which 
may  be  grown  hex* 


Last  night's  rain  came  at  an  oppor- 
tune time  to  assist  the  fight  against  the 
forest  fires  which  have  been  raging  in 
various  parts  of  Saanlch  during  the  past 
two  daya.

Steel  Is  now  laid  to_  within  one  mile 
of  Ladner  SJrcek,  where  a  big  steel 
bridge  is  being  put  in.  For  a  distance 
of  ten  miles  from  Hope  station  houses 
are  being  built  and  telegraph  poles 
hare  been  erected  and  wires  strung. 
ProgroKH  is  also  being  made  on  the 
erection  of  snowsheds  In  the  vicinity  of 
the  summit. 

Mr.  Warren  reports  that  on  Monday 
last  the  mixed  train  which  has  been 
in  service  between  Merritt  and  Pentlc- 
ton  was  replaced  by  a  regular  passen- 
ger service,  this  Illustrating  the  growth 
of  traffic  on  that  section.  The  tri- 
weekly train  will  hereafter  be  a  pas- 
senger train  solelj*.  leaving  Merritt  for 
the  south  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays  and 
Fridays,  and  from  Pentlcton  leaving 
for  the  north  on  Tuesdays,  Thursdsys 
and  Saturdays.

Saanich  Council  Arranges  for 
Further  Road  Improvements 
Provided  Funds  Are  Avail- 
able-Machine Gun  Donation. 


Paving  has  beep  completed  from  the 
Junction  of  Saanlch  Road  and  North 
Quadra  Street  through  the  South 
Saanlch  Municipality  to  the  St. 
Michael*  Church  on  the  East  Saanlch 
Road.  A  report  to  thla  effect  was  made 
at  last  evening's  meeting  of  the  Saan- 
lch council.  It  ale*  wee  stated  that 
the  Warren  Construction  Co.  now  was 
engaged  on  North  Quadra  Street  and 
making  good  progress  towards  the  city 
limits. 

With  regard  to  future  work  two  let- 
ters were  read.  One  was  from  the 
Island  Automobile  Association  request- 
ing that  the  Gorge  Road  be  improved 
before  May  of  next  year.  The  other 
was  from  the  Hon.  Thomas  Taylor,  Min- 
ister of  Public  Works,  stating  that  a 
part  of  the  Provincial  Government's  ap- 
propriation could  be  spent  on  this  sec- 
tion  if  necessary. 

It  was  decided  that  the  paving  of 
Douglas  Street  between  the  city  limits 
and  the  Saanich  Road,  and  of  the 
Gorge  Itoed  from  Harriett  to  Tllllcum 
Road*  should  be  started  as  soon  as  the 
finance  committee  reported  that  the 
funds  were  available.  As  the  financial 
situation,  as  far  as  the  municipality's 
bonds' are  concerned.  Is  said  to  be  fav- 
orable, it  is  likely  thai  ihe  information 
awaited  will  be  received  shortly  and 
that  the  work  outlined  will  n«t  be  de- 
layed. 

Hon.  W.  J.  Bowser,  Attorney-General, 
wrote  stating  that  the  Government 
eould  not  see  its  way  clear  towards 
making  amendments'  to  existing  legis- 
lation necessary  to  empower  the  muni- 
cipality to  present  a  machine  gun  to 
the  Canadian  overseas  forces.  While 
this  was  somewhat  disappointing  to 
Reeve  McGregor  and  the  councillors 
whatever  sentiment  there  may  have 
been  was  neutralised  by  the  receipt  of 
a  letter  from  the  Deputy  Minister  of 
Militia  and  Defence  sssertlng  that  the 
Canadian  Government  now  had  on  order 
all  the  machine  guns  that  could  be 
delivered  and  recommending  that  the 
n  oney  It  was  proposed  to  spend  should 
in  devoted  to  the  newly  formed  dis- 
ablement fund.  The  idea  seemed  to 
mtet  with  approval,  the  only  question 
being  whether  the  municipality  had  the 
power  ic  adopt  this  alternative, 
ahelhonme  atreet  Improvement*. 
The  8helbourne  Street-  extension  and 
grading  scheme  waa  discussed,  a  report 
being  submitted  to  the  effect  that  an 
amicable  arrangement  had  been  arrived 
at  with  a  number  of  property  holders 
regarding  right-of-way  and  that 
negotiation*  were  in  progress  for  the 
remainder  of  what  is  required,  which 
promised   to  have  a*  favorable  Issue, 

A  deputation  of  the  property  ownera 
of  Wards  Five  and  Six  asked  for  Im- 
provements on  Giles  Road.  This 
thoroughfare,  it  was  stated,  was  Im- 
passable and  was  badly  in  need  of 
gravel  and  a  new  surface.  While  the 
Council  expressed  its  sympathy  with 
those  using  the  road  it  was  pointed  out 
that  the  difficulty  was  one  of  means. 
If  they  were  available,  the  work  would 
be  undertaken. 

That  costs  had  been  awarded  the 
municipality  in  the  action  brought  by 
Mr.  George  Mellor  recently  with  a  view 
to  preventing  the  grading  and  pave- 
ment off  certain  thoroughfares  under  the 
arrangement  made  was  reported.  Thla 
suit  went  against  MV.  Mellor,  and  the 
award,  with  respect  to  cost,  was  made 
only  a  short   time  ago. 

A  resident  of  the  district,  who  ex-

Forest  fires  along  the  route  of  the  con- 
crete pipe-line  of  the  Hooke  Lake  water 
works  system  resulted  on  Mondsy  in  the 
first  accident  to  the  line.  On  the  section 
between  Cooper's  Cove  and  Humpback 
Reservoir  a  tree  which  bad  been  burned 
through  fell  down  the  hillside  and 
alighted  upon  the  pipe,  fracturing  the 
upper  portion  of  one  of  the  lengths.  The 
break  was  soon  discovered  by  the  men 
who  are  constantly  patrolling  the  pipe 
line,  and  with  materials  on  hand  the 
Injured  length  was  soon  repaired,  a  con- 
venient supply  of  pipe  lengths  being 
kept  ready  along  the  right-of-way.  The 
loss  of  water  was  not  extensive. 

Especial  care  has  been  taken  by  Waver 
Commissioner  Rust  In  having  the  pipe 
line  watched  during  this  season.  The 
possibility  of  damage  from  falllne  trees 
has  beeti  reeosnised.  Monday's  accident 
was  the  first  since  the  system  wsm 
placed  in  operation  about  three  months 
ago. 

During  the  hot  weather  the  average 
dally  consumption  ran  between  M©0,0u0 
and  4,99#,099  gallon*.  Home  complaint 
has  been  mad*  by  owners  of  land  whose 
holdings  front  upon  the  waterway  run- 
ning below  Humpback  Reservoir  and 
through  which  the  reservoir  Is  drained. 
Negotiation*  between  those  owners  and 
the  city  have  been  under  way  for  some 
time  with  a  view  to  arriving  at  a  settle- 
ment.

At- the  beginning  of  this  month  there 
died,  in  his  native  land.  Holland,  a  mas- 
ter of  the  Kngllsh  language.  Maarten 
Maarteng  was  the  pen  name  o'f  Jooat 
Wlllem  van  der  Poorten-Schwars,  a 
native  of  Amsterdam.  Fate  willed  It 
that  the  young  Joost  should  attend  *n 
English  school.  It  was  strange  that  the 
young  Dutchman  should  use  English  as 
his  vehicle  for  conveying  to  the.  world 
pictures  of  the  life  of  Holland.  His 
stories  were  afterwards  translated  into 
Dutch,  although,  it  is  said,  his  country- 
men did  not  like  the  pictures  Maartens 
drew  either  of  the  life  of  the  peasants 
of  Holland  or  of  ths  rich  men  of  the 
country. 

His  work  waa  very  popular  In  England 
and  America  among  thoughtful  readers. 
His  first  book  was  "The  Sin  of  Joost 
AvaHngh,"  and  Is  said  to  have  been  one 
of  the  most  powerful.  Among  those 
which  are  well  known  to  readers  who 
choose  their  books  carefully  are:  "Qod's 
Fool,"  "The  Greater  Olory,"  "Dorothea" 
and  "My  Lady  Nobody."  In  a  notice  of 
the  author,  the  New  Tork  Outlook  says: 
"He  was  a  master  of  the  descriptive 
and  equally  adept  at  rendering  character- 
through  dialogue.  When  he  choose  he 
could  I  be  'popular.'  but  hla  mind  waa 
naturally  subtle  and  he  liked  to  'deal 
with  motive  and  temperament  thought- 
fully, perhaps  sometimes  also  by  remote 
suggestion  rather  than  by.  demonstra- 
tion.

The  ship  «ent  out  a  wire- 
lea*  cell,  whleh  cauaed  the  ateemahip 
Martp..s»,  tiH-n  entering  Cordova,  and  the 
tug  Shettkof  to  hasten  to  the  aid  of  the 
Edith.  The  Mariposa  picked  up  the 
Kdlth'a  crew,  who  had  taken  to  the 
small  boata.  She  then  stood  by  and 
started  towing  the  Edith  towards  Cor- 
dova. JJhe  tow-line*  parted  at  8  o'clock 
last  night.  '  The  .Mariposa  abandoned  the 
Edith  forty  mile*  thla  aide  of  Cape  St.

In  reference  to  a  statement  that  tha 
tiritish  had  learned  something  from 
the  Germans  in  shipbuilding,  although 
the  tetter  had  learned  from  the  Britlah 
more  than  they  were  willing  to  ac- 
knowledge. Syren  and  Shipping  finda 
only  the  latter  part  of  the  statement 
true.     The  article  apy*  in  part: 

"The/  German*  are  Indebted  te  ua  for 
all  they  know  about  the  science  and  art 
of  shipbuilding,  and  have  never  been  in 
the  leaat  degree  grateful  for  our  aaatet- 
auce.  It  la  difficult,  however,  to  aee 
what_Xo.ujjdaUon  there  !*„for  the  other 
part  of  the  atatement — that  we  have 
learned  anything  !  from  the  Teutons — 
because  only  In  respect  of  the  gor- 
geouanesa  of  their  paaaenger  accom- 
modation are  Uerman-bullt  paaaenger 
veaaela  different  from  British-built 
veaael*  of  the  type.  It  la  true  that 
Herman  cargo  veaaela  are  dearer  to 
build,  and  cheaper  to  run,  but  the. 
economic  Idea  which  that  expresses  Is 
neither  German  nor  new.  .  The  thin* 
haa  been  dona  hare,  and  te  still,  to 
aome  extent,  done,  but  the  bulk  of 
our  shipowner*  have  preferred,  and 
continue  to  prefer,  cargo  steamers  rep- 
resenting the  lowest  posalble  first  coat. 
So  that  It  cannot  be  aaid  that  we  have 
profited  or  ere  profiting  by  the  adop- 
tion of  the  German  development  of 
the  cargo  ateamer.  Nor  have  we—fol- 
lowed their  example  In  the  decoration 
and  furnlahlng  of  our  passenger  vea- 
aela Our  enemies  have  admittedly 
taken  a  line  of  their  own.  But  the  Idea 
of  luxuriously  got-up  social  room*  did 
not  originate  with  themr  With  the  av- 
erage hotel  ashore  becoming  more  and 
more  elegant,  there  was  bound  to  be  a 
corresponding  improvement  afloat.  Ship- 
owners generally  have  provided  the 
luxury  which  voyagers  sought  and  were 
willing  to  pay  for,  and  in  so  doing  have 
atrlven  to  expreaa  national  artistic  as- 
pirations Instead  of  copying  each  other. 
Take,  for  example,  the  White  Star's 
Hrltannic.  the  Cunard'*  Anultania.  and 
the  Hamburg-American  Line's  Valer- 
ia nd  or  Imperator.  Is  there  anything 
In  the  Brttleh  ships  that  can  be  called 
an  imitation  of  anything  In  the  Ger- 
a/nan  ahlp*?  We  have  inspected  all 
four  vessels,  and  our  answer  I*  em- 
phatically In  the  negative.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  practically  the  whole  of  the 
novel  features  of  the  German  ship*  arc 
British.  They  have,  for  example.  Par- 
sons  turbine*,  and  their  installation  Is 
not  on  a  new  plan.  If  a  British  firm 
had  made  them  or  installed  them,  the 
results  would  probably  have  been  more^, 
•ati*r*ctory  from  the  point  of  view  of 
the  owner*.  A*  they  are.  the  best  that 
can  be  said  of  them  Is  that  they  are 
Ltrlttsh.  but  rather  old-faahloned.  The 
water-tube  boiler*  are  not  German,  nor 
are  the  engine-room  auxiliaries.  They 
are  British,  but  old-fashioned.  Juat  as 
they  are  in  the  battleships  and  battlc- 
cruleer*  of  the  fleet  which  demon- 
atrate*  the  naval  might  of  the  Hermans 
In  the  Kiel  Canal.  What  we  did  eight- 
een month*  or  two  year*  ago  Irf  the 
shape  of  auxiliaries,  the  Hermans  are 
doing  today,  and  doing  very  well.  The 
truth  la  that  Britlah  ahtpbuilder*  have 
learned  nothing  from  Germany,  and  are 
extremely  unlikely,  aa  things  are  going, 
eTer   to   learn   anything."

He  then 
proceeds  to  eay  tnat  that  you  have  the 
absurdity  <*lc)  that  there  can  be  some- 
thing greater  than  the  Infinite,  I.e.,  that 
there  can  be  something  greater  than  the 
immeasurable.  I  fall  to  aee  the  ab- 
surdity. He  again  proceeds:  "If  on  the 
other  hand  you  aay  the  remaining  multi- 
tude la  finite  (i.e.,  can  be  measured)  you 
are  confronted  by  another  absurdity 
fate),  to  wit,  that  by  adding  a  unit  to 
a  finite  number  you  make  it  infinite." 
Now,  surely  It  I*  not  unreasonable  to 
suppose  that  If  you  have  an  immeasur- 
able quantity  (i.e..  Infinite)  of  anything 
— atoms  or.  otherwise — that  after  taking 
one  away  there  will  atlll  remain  an  In- 
finite or  an    Immeasurable    residue. 

On  hi*  second  argument  he  ia  still 
wide  of  the  mark.  He  aaya  that  the  ma- 
terial universe  I*  ultimately  resolvable 
Into  a  fixed  number  of  atoms  of  a  given 
apeclea,  auch  aa  gold,  silver  etc.,  and 
that  although  we  may  not  be  able  to 
arrive  at  all  the  ultimate  simple  ele- 
ments. It  la  certain  that  their  number 
ia  fixed.  That  is  an  assertion  that 
would  not  be  received  by  the  majority 
of  dur  greatest  scientists.  We  know, 
for  Inatance,  that  atoms  of  radium 
break  down  and  discharge  their  com- 
ponent parts  at  great  velocities,  ex- 
pelling atoms  of  helium,  polonium  and 
other  elementa  accompanied  by  a  dis- 
charge of  energy  the  exact  nature  of 
whleh  la  not  known  but  the  result*  of 
which  are  noted  in  the  wonderful  curee 
effected  by  our  medical  scientists. 
Thla  energy  can  alao  be  measured  by 
Bclentiflc  instruments.  Therefore,  any 
known  atom  may  be  split  up  Into 
several  constituents — not  necessarily 
other  atom*  solely,  and  It  is  not  the 
fact  that  "all  the  atoma  of  gold  in  the 
universe  are  finite  in  number,"  but  con- 
versely the  number  of  atoms  of  gold 
even  on  earth  te  changing  momentarily, 
probably  gold  being  continuously  formed 
out  of  the  older  rocks  through  radio- 
active or  aome  other  form  of  energy. 
Home  of  our  scientists  have  advanced 
the  theory  that  matter  may  be  motion 
or  energy  and  contain  nothing  ma- 
terial.

Sir,— I  have  the  following  objections 
to  offer  to  tha  propoaala  of  the  Civic  Re* 
trenchment  Association: 

1.  A  cheeaeparlng  policy  In  regard  to 
safeguards  against  fire,  disease,  and 
crime  can  only  result  In  high  inaurance 
rates,  greater  insecurity  of  life  and  pro- 
perty, and  a  recrudescence  of  lawless- 
ness. I  aak  my  fellow  citteeoo  whether 
civic  retrenchment  may  not  easily  be- 
come civic  chaoa 

2.  The  wholesale  discharge  of  faithful 
civic  employees  may  mean  nothing  to 
large  real  eatate  operators,  but  It  means 
poverty  and  seml-atarvatlon  to  thoee 
discharged,  and  a  still  further  crowding 
of  tha  already  congested  rank*  of  theee 
who  look  in  vain  for  tha  means  of  sup- 
porting life.  If  civic  retrenchment 
means  the  starvation  of  citizens  I  for 
one  muat  oppose  It  at  all  coats. 

3.  If  it  be  true,  as  economists  claim, 
that  (a)  Land  values  are  social  valoea. 
and  (b)  selling  values  are  untaxed 
value*.  It  necessarily  follows  that  pri- 
vate landowners  are  indebted  to  the  pub. 
lie  by  far  more  than  their  present  taxes. 
snd  that  a  reduetloln  of  taxes  1a  against 
the  public  Intereat  and  ahould  be  re- 
sisted in  the  public  welfare. 

4.  Tax  reduction  mean*  a  rlae  in  the 
selling  value  of  land,  thereby  placing  It 
atlll  further  beyond  tha  reach  of  the 
landless.  It  means  a  decrease  of  pressure 
on  tend  owners  to  find  a  profitable  use 
for  their  holdinga,  thereby  perpetuating 
unemployment  and  business  stagnation, 
restricting  production,  and  artificially 
enhancing  the  cost  of  living.  I  there- 
fore claim  that  workers  and  business 
men  should  unite  in  resisting  the  propo- 
aala of  the  Civic  Retrenchment  Associa- 
tion. 

In  conclusion  I  would  point  out  that 
we  are  not  cursed  by  high  taxation  hut 
by  low  Ineomaa.  We  could  easily  pay 
even  higher  taxation  If  normal  trade  and 
business  condition*  were  reatored.  And 
the  only  way  to  restore  normal  business 
conditions  1s  to  force  our  urban  and 
rural  landa  Into  profitable  use  by  the 
mean  a  of  land- value  taxation.  Good 
tlmea  will  return  juat  aa  soon  aa  w* 
enable  the  worker*  to  get  on  tha  pay- 
roll. 

Tax  reduction  will  hand  back  to  hun- 
dreds of  absentee  land-owners  a  part  Of 
the  contribution  they  now  have  to  make 
to  the  upkeep  of  tha  city.  I  ask,  "Can 
we  afford  to  be  so  generous  in  the** 
hard  times?"

Salmon  Trolling  Will  Soon 
Improve — Humpbacks  and 
Do^flsh  »Havc  Been  Plenti- 
ful Lately. 


Although  Mlmon  are  being  caught 
every  day  In  th«  local  waters,  thoy  have 
not.  tfNn  taking  the  anglers'  spoon* 
quite  xo  readily  an  they  were  a  day  or 
two  ago.  Old  hand*  know  that  this 
do**  not  mean  that  the  run  la  coming 
to  an  cad.  On  the  contrary  the  bt*  run 
of  eohoee  has  not  yet  reached  here. 
i  here  is  always  a  comparatively  atnall 
run  of  cohoes  before  the  bis  run,  a  sort 
of  advance  guard  as  It  were  of  the  main 
body  of  flab  which  are  qua  to  arrive  any 
tigM>  new  In  their  millions,  and  the  beat 
n*Srng.  eb  far  from  being  over.  Is  yet 
t«  coma. 

'There  should  be  a  month  or  six 
week*  at  least  of  good  sport  with  the 
cohoes  yet,  and  about  the  middle  of  Sep- 
tember they  are  usually  the  moot  plen- 
tiful  and   hungry  for   the  lura. 

Lately  there  haa  been  •  run  of  hump- 
back* In  the  strait  outside  the  harbor 
and  a  number  of  thorn  have  bean  hooked 
by  trailers,  and  In  some  eases  mistaken 
lor  trie  aristocratic  Mprlng  salmon  on 
account  of  the  similar  apota  with  which 
these  f)»h  are  marked  when  la  salt 
water.  The  female  "humple"  is  quite  a 
Handsome  fish,  tr.ough  there  is  nothing 
uglier  in  the  salmon  family  than  the 
male  humpback  in  spawning  condition, 
when  -he  becomes  more  like  a-  flat  neh 
Hwimmlhf  on  edge  than  a  reapectable 
member  of  the  aalmon  family,  and  la, 
of  course,  at  that  time,  quite  unfit  for 
humao  food, 

Trollers  lately  have  been  bdthered  by 
the  large  number  of  dogfish  In  the 
strait.  The  unwelcome  cannibals  are  a 
nutsaaee  to  the  aalmon  fishermen  when 
th«y  are  present  in  any  numbers,  as 
they  take  the  spoon  very  readily,  and 
are  useless  whan  caught  unleas  one 
careat  for  the  unavory  Job  of  rendering* 
dowa  ,t Mr  liver  for  the  oil.  They  will 
follow  a  hooked  salmon  that  Is  bain* 
played  by  *  fishermen,  and  when  they 
seis«  Is  have  such  a  disinclination  to 
let  go  the t  they  will  keep  hold  until 
tie  fish  in  brought  up  to  the  aide  of  a 
boat.  A  -local  angler  had  the  experi- 
ence "laet  week  of  Rooking  a  small  co- 
hoi  eaimog  which  waa  attacked  by  a 
>  fgular  gehool  of  these  pests,  and 
enelltd  for  the  table  by  the  way  in 
which  they  haa  bitten  It.  In  grafting 
the  aalmon  he  actually  gaflsd  one  of 
the  dogfleh  with  it.

Comparatively  Few  Hunters 
Left  Town  for  Opening  Day 
— Game  of  All  Kinds  Re- 
ported Plentiful, 


Today  for  the  first  time  for  many 
ycar«  the  shooting  season  opens  on  Sep- 
tember 1,  when  the  common  deer  of 
the  Co«at  will  be  lawful  prey  for 
the  sportsman  and  the  market  hunter. 
A'  grat  deal  of  criticism  haa  been 
voiced  rouad  town  by  sportsmen  of  all 
■hades  of  political  opinion  at  the  policy 
tdopted  by  the  Attorney-General's  De- 
partment in  allowing  the  sale  of  deer 
on  Vancouver  Island.  Criticism  has 
also  been  directed' against  the  opening 
of' the  season  for  deer  two  weeks  earlier 
than  the  season  for  birds.  The  one 
topic  In  the  resorts  of  hunters  In  town 
in'  the  last  few  days  1ms  not  been  the 
prospects  for  good  hunting  this  year, 
but  the  ^radical  changes  made  In  the 
gains  laws  by  the  order-ln-councll  Ba- 
in*  the   open   season. 

The  number  of '  hunters  from  Victoria 
who  took  advantage  of  the  early  open- 
tog  to  leare  yesterday  for  their  favor- 


ite deer-hunting  grounds  was  very 
small  In  comparison  with  normal  times. 
and  there  •  was  none  of  the  rush  and 
bustle  round  the  15.  *  N.  station  which 
one  has  been  accustomed  to  associate 
with  the  opening  of  the  shooting 
season. 

Inquiry  at  the  ticket  office  elicited 
tne  information  that  scarcely  a  score 
of  hunters  had  left  town  by  yesterday's 
trains.  Naturally  the  conditions  brought 
about  by  the  war  are  primarily  respon- 
sible for  this,  but  there  are  numbers 
of  veteran  hunters  who  are  waiting  for 
the  bird  season  to  open  before  they 
sally  forth  to  try  their  luck  with  the 
gun. 

Accounts  from  all  quarters  are  to 
the  effect  that  game  is  very  plentiful 
this  year.  The  weather  has  been  favor- 
able for  the  breeding  birds  and  the 
fact  that  fewer  hunters  by  far  than  In 
normal  tlmea  were  out  last  season  Is 
In  great  measure  to  account  for  the  In- 
crease In  game  of  all  kinds.  The  blue 
grouse  are  reported  to  be  numerous  In 
all  the  well  known  districts,  but  they 
are  always  an  uncertain  quantity  after 
the  hunters  have  been  into  the  woods. 
They  have  a  habit  of  disappearing 
mysteriously  after  the  guns  have  been 
cracking  for  a  day  or  two.  Pheasants 
and  quail  are  said  to  be  more  than 
plentiful,  and  everything  points  to  no 
lack    of   sport    for    either    gun    or    rllfe.

Aug.  SI.— Sir  George  Fos- 
ter, Minister  of  Trade  and  Commerce, 
today   gave   out    the    following: 

•Kor  several  weeks  the  Department 
of  Trade  and  Commerce  haa  been  bom- 
beaded  by  telegrams  and  letters  with  re- 
spect to  possible  contracts  with  the 
British  and  Allied  Governments  for 
portable  and  collapsible  houses.  Quo- 
tations and  clippings  from  United 
States  and  Canadian  paper  a  were  sent 
giving  the  large  quantities  ordered, 
the  localities  In  which  they  were  being 
made.  In  soms  cases  the  contracting 
arms,  and  as  a  result  a  ruah  of  inquir- 
ies by  telegram  and  letter  flowed  into 
the  Department  containing  requesta  for 
Information,  spirited  criticism  of  the 
British  Government  going  to  the  United 
States  for  articles  such  aa  these  which 
Canada  can  well  supply,  and  criti- 
cisms of*  the  Dominion  Government  for 
not  having  these  orders  for  Canada.      W 

"The  matter  was  traced  up  by  the 
Department' and  thoroughly  Investigated 
aa  to  the  reliability  of  the  statements 
and  rumors.  The  final  result  Is  that  a 
cable  has  been  received  from  the  High 
Commissioners  In  London  stating  that 
neither  the  British  or  Allies'  purchasing 
officers  have  any  knowledge  of  any  or- 
ders given  to  the  United  8tates  for  tem- 
porary houses  and  stating  that  they 
would  be  very  grateful  to  the  Min- 
ister of  Trade  and  Commerce  If  he  could 
devise  some  means  of  scotching  Abe 
rumor  which  Is  absolutely  wIOIduV 
foundation.  This  is  but  a  sample  of* 
many  others  which  from  day  to  day  are 
started  on  the  rounds  and  give  very 
much  trouble  and  a  good  deal  of  heart- 
burning and  which,  when  follow.nl  up 
to  their  source,  are  found  to  be  with- 
out foundation.  It  may  be  stated  gen- 
erally that  the  Dominion  Government 
has  omitted  no  opportunity  of  placing 
before  the  British  and  Allied  Govern- 
ments  the  capabilities  of  supply  In  Can- 
ads  for  purposes  of  the  war  and  also 
the  British  and  Allied  Governments 
have  met  these  representations  with 
full  sympathy  and  have  carried  them 
out  to  an  extent  wjilch  few  Canadians 
know.

With  Transportation  and 
Marketing  of  Wheat  Crop 
When  He  Reaches  Ottawa, 


OTTAWA,  Aug.  31.— Sir  Robert  Bor- 
den and  Major-General  Sir  Samuel 
Hughes  are  not  expected  to.  make  & 
stay  of  any  length  In  New  York,  but 
will  proceed  almost  at  once  to  Montreal 
and  Ottawa.  The  «xact  time  of  Sir  Rob- 
ert's arrival  here  Is  not  known  yet,  but 
probably  It  will  be  following  a  recep- 
tion which  is  to  be  accorded  htm  in 
Montreal. 

The  most  pressing  questions  to  be 
dealt  with  on  Sir  Robert's  return  re 
late  to  the  transportation  and  market- 
ing of  the  enormous  wheat  surplus 
which  the  Prairie  Provinces  and  On- 
tario will  have  to  export.  The  I'rlm*. 
Minister  will  make  known  to  his  col- 
leagues the  attitude  of  the  British  au- 
thorities with  regard  to  the  purchase 
of  wheat  supplies  from  Canada.  It  U 
expected  that  the  steps  now  being  taken 
by  the  British  Government  to  relieve 
the  exchange  situation  on  this  side  will 
bear  fruit  In  plenty  of  time  lo  affect 
beneficially  the  sale  of  Canadian  wheat 
In  the  United  Kingdom. 

Major-Genera  1  L<es9«rd,  inspector-gen- 
eral of  the  forces  in  Canada,  nas  re- 
turned to  headquarters  from  an  .'nspoc- 
tlon  of  troops  in  Western  Canada.  He 
found  conditions  very  satisfactory  in 
all  of  the  camps  and  the  recruiting  up 
to  expectations.  The  training  has  been 
remodelled  to  conform  to  service  con- 
ditions at  the  front  and  greater  effi- 
ciency results.
